Consequent!} tne t»o ccmmit- 


teei_ agreed to disagree. Tbe tfflcors 
of the laige railroad labor biother- 
hoods bitterly opposed the ena< tmcnt 
of the labor provisions of tb • new 
law, Instead, tov,e\er, of cal mg a 
rtrtke. they bowed ^itb unexpectedly 
good sra.ce to public sentiment, and 
prepared to present their cabe to the 
Railroad Labor Board, TJnfortu lately. 
I'resident Wilson had not apjointed 
Inn board. The railroad labor broth- 
erhoods, like most othVr union -, con- 
tain an element ot radicals wbo be- 


! heve in 'direct action/'both as the best 


means of getting promptly frtm the 
employers what the employe* want 
now, and as one o£ the bes,t means of 
making- the kind of industrial i nd so- 
cial trouble which ultimately, j^'they 
think, will cause the complete ovcr- 
'torow of the present System of private 
ownership and management o( prop- 
erty and the substitution ot Vat soviet 
Astern. These radicals wejcom* evcry 
opportnnity to erabarase and harass 
labor leaders who are disposed'to use 
peaceful means of *BeScompIlshir.g their 
ends before resorting to striker. 


"The situation presented wten toe 


wage negotiations between- th.e com- 
mittees of the railway companies and 
the labor organizations were .errmn- 
ated afforded the radicals fn., good 
chance to make trouble. It gai e them 
a,n opportunity to say that the em- 
ployes bad waited long enough to have 
their wage demands settled; that the 
old Jabor organizations and'ttley lead- 
ers bad t&own incapacity^for dealing 
with the situation, and that-tae only 
way the employes conld get wl at they 
were entitled to wa&by breaking away 
from the old organizations ani going 
on strike. With the spint of unrest 
prevailing among all classes of labor, 
this kind of talk was bound t) cause 
some trouble. It first caused ,1 strike 
ot switching crews in tie Jrirds in 
Chicago and then simitar outbreaks in 
other parts at the country. 


"The leaders of the larjp labor 


brotherhoods have been put in a diffi- 
cult position by these developments. 
Their organizations ha,v$ contracts" 
with, the various railways The strikes 
which have* occurred, being by mem- 
bers o£ the organizations, are in direct 
violation of these contracts. The rah- 
waj companies can say that there is 
no use in making contracts ivitjb or- 
ganizations which cannot car -y them 
out, and to demand that the brother- 
hoods shall help them fight .-md win 
the strikes both as a matter of good 
lalth. and to show that it is worth 
while to make contracts witi them. 
The brotherhoods had a strong incen. 
tivc to fightithe"strikes, not only in 
the fact that they endanger tbelr con- 
tract Delations with the railwiys, but 
also in the _fact that any success the 
strikers might have in getting conces- 
sions trom the railways wtich" the 
brotherhoods have, been unable to get 
-would tend to discredit and disrupt 
the brotherhoods. 


Tie railways could not well nego- 


tjate with the strikers, because the 
railways have contracts with the 
Ar-otfaerhoods, and any recognition of 
the strikers by them, through nego- 
tiations or. otherwise, wouid promptly 
embroil them with the brotherhoods 
In the- backgronndr also, are the de- 
mands^for ?1.000,000.(XIO in advances 
in wages, which railway employes, as 
a whole, are making-. If the ^rsLge de-. 
mauds of striking employe of any ' 
particular class in any part of the 
country'should be granted H i»ould at 
once become- necessary* on pain of.] 
strikes elsewhere", to make similar ad-1 
vances to all other employe, of thai 
same class throughout the country. 
But* there are well-recogniz-d rela- 
tionships between the wases <•! differ- 
ent, classes of railway emp'.o ies, and j 
if, srcept under the mandate of some j 
authoritative body such as tie Rail-) 
ro»d Labor Board, an advance in 
wages should be given to one class of 
eJnjrfwas throughout the courlry cor- 
responding advances would have to be' 
gfven at once to other classes through- 
oat the country or there would be!
